Study  requested 


New  road  plan  queried 


Movie  star  Robert  Redford  and  a cast  of 
100  Provo  legislators,  businessmen, 
organizations,  and  private  citizens,  banded 
together  Wednesday  night  in  the  Provo 
City  and  County  Building  to  change  the 
plans  for  the  highway  to  run  through  Provo 
Canyon. 

After  several  months  of  investigation  by 
the  Save  the  Provo  River  Committee  and 
other  interested  groups,  nine  points  of 
procedure  were  suggested  in  opposition  to 
the  State  Highway  Construction’s  plans. 

Dr.  Allen  Firmage,  BYU  Dean  of  Civil 
Engineering,  conducted  the  meeting  and 
was  appointed  chairman  of  a nine  member 
committee  to  put  before  the  State 
Highway  officials  certain  facts  which  they 
propose  to  investigate. 

Included  within  the  nine  points 
suggested  was  a call  for  “a  total  resource 
inventory  of  the  canyon  made  by  agencies 
or  individuals  qualified  to  make  such 
investigations.”  The  resources  to  be 
considered  were  listed  as  forests  and 
vegetation,  fish  and  wildlife,  scenic  assets 
and  “other  aesthetic  features  proposed, 
pipelines,  the  existing  railroad  line, 
recreation  facilities,  and  objects  of 
historical  importance. 

Any  plan  for  a new  highway  through  the 


canyon  should  include  the  entire  distance 
from  Provo-Orem  to  Heber,  according  to 
Dr.  Firmage.  It  was  his  second  point.  He 
added  that  a “master  plan  for  the  entire 
canyon  should  be  approved  before  any  new 
highway  construction  is  begun.” 

It  was  further  suggested  that  “an 
evaluation  of  the  objectives  of  the  highway 
through  Provo  Canyon  should  be  made.” 
One  legislator  said  that  if  the  highway  was 
intended  to  increase  auto  speed  in  the 
canyon,  this  would  be  “questionable”  since 
the  facts  show  the  cars  would  get  through 
“only  three  minutes  faster.” 

If  the  highway  was  in  answer  to 
“congested  traffic,”  then  Dr.  Firmage 
would  call  for  “systematic  traffic  surveys 
showing  the  traffic  spectrum  over  an 
extended  period  of  time  . . . not  confined 
to  peak-period  traffic  counts  on  selected 
days  of  the  year.” 

The  outcome  of  the  meeting  was  that  the 
appointed  committee,  led  by  Dr.  Firmage, 
will  investigate  all  the  facts  thoroughly, 
determine  “what  the  people  of  the  county 
want,”  and  present  their  opinion  to  the 
State  Highway  Commission  “in  hopes  that 
they  should  effect  a moratorium  on  . . . the 
construction  of  the  highway.”

The  Council  asked  Lyle  Curtis,  director 
of  the  ELWC;  Terri  Fisher,  Vice  President 
of  Women’s  Activities;  and  Chuck  Henry, 
Vice  President  of  Organizations  to  “make 
their  feelings  known”  concerning  the 
matter  after  ASBYU  Ombudsman  Mike 
Bush  requested  a resolution  from  the 
Council  be  passed,  during  Wednesday’s 
regular  meeting. 

Bush  said  he  had  received  requests  from 
many  female  students  for  such  a change  in 
policy  and  then  conducted  a small  poll  to 
find  the  feelings  of  other  women  students. 

He  told  the  Council  that  the  majority  of 
those  he  talked  to,  about  40,  said  they 
would  like  to  be  able  to  wear  slacks  to  class 
during  the  unusually  cold  weather  but 
most  also  agreed  it  might  hurt  the  image  of 
BYU. 

THE  COUNCIL  also  discussed  the 
possibility  of  providing  an  option  for 
graduating  seniors  on  whether  to  wear  a 
cap  and  gown  to  graduation  exercises  or  to 
donate  the  rental  cost  of  the  apparel  tp  a 
worth  while  charity. 

Present  University  policy  requires 
attendance  at  commencement  exercises 
and  wearing  a cap  and  gown.  ASBYU 
Executive  Vice-president  Jon  Ferguson 
introduced  the  idea  to  the  Council  and  said 
he  will  meet  with  University  Executive 
Vice-president  Ben  E.  Lewis  to  ask  for 
permission  for  such  a move. 

Ferguson’s  motion  was  passed  with  two 
abstentions,  one  from  Don  Murdock, 
vice-president  of  Finance,  and  one  from 
Russ  Wood,  vice-president  of  Culture. 

FERGUSON  suggested  that  funds  from 
the  move  be  given  to  AYUDA,  a non-profit 
organization  based'  in  Provo  that  helps 
South  Smerican  peoples,  but  noted  he  was 
open  for  other  suggestions. 

Dave  Schulthess,  University  sports 
information  director  appeared  before  the 
Council  and  reported  on  the  Cougarettes 
performance  at  half-time  at  the  Rainbow 
Basketball  Classic  held  in  Honolulu, 
Hawaii. 

Schulthess  praised  the  performance  of 
the  Cougarettes  and  stated,  “When  they 
performed  they  were  very  well  received.” 
He  also  praised  Cosmo,  the  BYU  mascot, 
for  his  actions  at  the  tournament  in  gaining 
good  will  for  BYU. 

Later  in  the  meeting,  Ferguson  asked  the 
Council  to  appropriate  $160  to  Cosmo  to 
pay  for- his  plane  ticket  to  Hawaii.  Cosmo 
paid  for  the  trip  himself  since  no  money 
had  been  designated  to  send  him  to  the 
Rainbow  Classic. 


FUNDING  of  the  Daily  Universe  was 
introduced  by  ASBYU  President  Brian 
Walton.  He  reviewed  events  of  last  summer 
which  saw  student  subscriptions  sent 
directly  to  the  Universe  instead  of  being 
channeled  to  the  paper  through  student 
government. 

Walton  pointed  out  that  the  Summer 
Executive  Council,  which  agreed  to  the 
change,  did  not  have  authority  to  make  a 
decision  that  is  binding  for  the  entire 
school  year. 

However,  Walton  urged  the  present 
Council  to  again  approve  the  change  in 
hopes  that  it  would  eliminate  what  he 
called  a “psychological  barrier”  that  exists 
between  the  Council  and  the  newspaper. 

Walton  noted  that  the  funding  power 
gives  the  Council  no  real  power  over  the 
newspaper  saying  he  doubted  if  the 
University  would  permit  the  Council  to  cut 
funds  to  Daily  Universe  anyway.

And  more, 
much  more,  of  what  Christmas  is 
really  all  about.

World,  has  been  in  use  for  over  4,000  years.  This  method  of 
drawing  water  was  used  during  the  time  of  Christ  in  the  area  in 
which  he  lived. 


Many  living  quarters  consist  of  huts  or  shacks  of  straw  or  dried 
mud.  Ruins  of  Hindu  temples  can  be  seen  throughout  the  Muslim 
country,  deserted  when,  during  the  partition  of  1947,  Pakistan 
and  India  became  two  separate  countries,  and  most  Hindus  living 
in  the  area  of  Pakistan  moved  into  India. 


Camels  are  segregated  on  the  narrow,  winding  Khyber  Pass  leadin; 
between  Pakistan  and  Afghanistan.  Traveling  the  Pass,  one  migh 
expect  Errol  Flynn  to  come  charging  over  a hill  any  minute.

John  Glenn  urges 
6 make  ideals  reality 9 


“Sometimes  when  we  seem  to 
be  having  our  greatest  problems, 
we  are  making  our  greatest 
advances,”  stated  Colonel  John 
Glenn,  the  first  American  to  orbit 
the  earth  in  a spacecraft,  in 
yesterday’s  forum  assembly. 

Recalling  that  the  unexplored 
areas  were  indicated  by  drawings 
of  dragons  in  Medieval  times,  the 
astronaut  said,  “Hasn’t  the  whole 
history  of  man  . . . really  been  a 
process  of  pushing  these  dragons 
of  the  unknown  back?” 

“This  country  has  made 
fantastic  progress  and  that  has 
caused  some  of  our  problems,”  he 
noted. 

He  showed  students  that  the 
space  race  has  added  greatly  to 
the  progress  of  America  as  well  as 
being  one  greatly  misunderstood. 
“To  many,  the  space  program  is 
merely  a race  and  now  that  we 
have  won,  it  should  be  over. 

Glenn  said  that  due  to  the  space 
program  we  have  advanced  in 
areas  of  communication,  weather 
and  weather  forecasting, 
geological  explorations  and  many 
things  that  are  “hard  to  put  a 
dollar  value  on.”  One  of  the  great 
advances  has  been  in  the  area  of 
medicine.  “Now  there  is  a 


concentration  on  how  to  keep 
well  people  healthy,  Glenn  noted. 

However,  among  the  problems 
that  Col.  Glenn  sees  is  one  in  the 
various  levels  of  patriotism.  There 
is  no  longer  the  “Nathan  Hale” 
attitude  among  some  of  “I  regret  I 
have  but  one  life  to  give  for  my 
country.”

BYU’s  first  stake

Fifteenth  anniversary  tod; 


A sea  of  hands  rose  in  unison 
across  the  congregation.  Some 
4,350  BYU  students  approved  the 
formation  of  the  first  BYU 
stake-the  first  student  stake  in 
the  Church— and  12  student 
wards. 


The  date  was  January  8, 
1956— fifteen  years  ago. 

Two  months  ago  today  stake 
conference  was  held  again  at 
BYU,  but  with  some  20,000 
student  members,  10  stakes,  98 
wards  and  one  branch. 

The  original  organization  of  a 
student  stake  became  a 
“springboard  for  the  same  thing 
becoming  a reality  at  the 
University  of  Utah,  Utah  State 
University,  Southern  Idaho  at 
Pocatello,  the  College  of  Southern 
Utah,”  and  the  concept  of  student 
wards  in  certain  institutes  of 
religion  on  other  campuses,  said 
Fred  A.  Schwendiman,  the  first 
stake  clerk  on  campus. 

The  first  stake  presidency 
consisted  of  Antone  K.  Romney, 
then  assistant  dean  of  the  College 
of  Education,  who  was  selected  as 
stake  president;  Daniel  D. 
Bushnell  of  Bushnell  Real  Estate 
in  Provo  as  first  counselor;  and 
Joseph  T.  Bentley,  then 
Accounting  Dept,  chairman  as 
second  counselor.  Called  as  stake 
clerks  were  Schwendiman  and  an 
assistant,  Fred  Guyman. 

Elder  Henry  D.  Moyle  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  conducted 
and  presided  over  the  first  stake 
conference  in  the  George  Albert 
Smith  Fieldhouse  where  a stake 
presidency,  12  high  councilmen, 
and  two  alternates,  other  stake 
officers,  and  12  ward  bishops 
were  sustained. 

Elder  Adam  S.  Bennion,  of  the 
Council  of  Twelve,  also  spoke  at 
the  conference. 

Previous  to  the  formation  of  the 
stake,  students  attended  two 
university  branches,  a single  and  a 
married  students  branch,  and  the 
downtown  Provo  wards.  Some 
1 800  students  remained  in  their 
Provo  wards  leaving  a stake 
membership  of  5,800,  according 
to  Swendiman. 

Of  the  original  stake  officers 
sustained  1 5 years  ago,  five  are 
now  serving  as  stake  presidents. 

Joseph  T.  Bentley  is  president 
of  the  BYU  First  Stake;  Fred  A. 
Schwendiman  presides  over  the 
BYU  Third  Stake;  Ivan  J.  Barrett, 
called  as  the  president  of  the  1 0th 
Stake,  was  a high  councilman  in 
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the  original  organization;  Wayne 
B.  Hales,  president  of  the  Sixth 
Stake,  was  called  at  the  offset  as 
the  bishop  of  the  BYU  Sixth 
Ward;  and  President  Clyde  D. 
Sandgren  of  the  BYU  Second 
Stake  served  as  the  bishop  of  the 
BYU  10th  Ward. 

Daniel  D.  Bushnell,  in  the  first 
stake  presidency,  is  serving  as 
patriarch  of  the  Second  Stake. 
Fred  Guyman,  asst,  stake  clerk,  is 
teaching  Business  Education  at 
the  Utah  Technical  College  at 
Provo.  He  served  for  a number  of 
years  as  the  secretary  of  the 
Council  of  1 2 Apostles. 

Of  the  original  stake 
organization  bishop  of  the  12th 
Ward,  Joseph  N.  Symons,  and 
high  councilman  C.  Nello 
Westover  are  also  serving  in  the 
present  stakes.  Brother  Symons  is 
a high  .councilman  in  the  BYU 
Second  Stake  and  Brother 
Westover  is  patriarch  of  the  BYU 
Seventh  Stake.

McGovern  makes  moves

MOSCOW  (UPI)  - Maj.  Wolf 
Zalmanson,  the  Jewish  officer 
accused  of  being  involved  in  the 
Leningrad  plane  hijack  plot,  was 
convicted  Thursday  by  a Soviet 
court-martial  and  sentenced  to  10 
years  in  prison,  Jewish  sources  in 
Moscow  reported. 

Zalmanson  could  have  been 
condemned  to  die  before  a firing 
squad  as  were  two  of  the  11 
defendants  convicted  in  the  earlier 
trial  of  alleged  civilian  plotters. 
The  death  sentences  were  later 
commuted  to  15  years 
imprisonment  following 
world-wide  protests  and  appeals 
from  Pope  Paul  VI  among  others. 

Nine  of  the  civilians  convicted 
by  a Leningrad  court  in  December 
also  were  Jews  and  included 
Zalmanson’s  sister  Silva,  and  his 
younger  brother,  Israel.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
Food  and  Drug  Administration 
issued  reassuring  statistics 
Thursday  on  mercury  content  of 
canned  tuna  but  it  said  there  was 
so  much  mercury  in  swordfish  it 
might  vanish  from  the  American 
market. 

The  FDA,  half  finished  with 
sample  tests  of  the  nation’s  entire 
canned  tuna  stock,  said  it  found 
excess  mercury  in  less  than  2 per 
cent  and  was  recalling  1 .2  million 
cans  from  the  market  in  addition 
to  nearly  one  million  cans  recalled 
last  month. 

Initial  tests,  announced  Dec.  15, 
found  excessive  mercury  in  23  per 
cent  of  a much  smaller  sample. 
Even  then,  the  FDA  said  tuna  was 
safe  to  eat.  The  new  findings 
reinforced  that  conclusion,  FDA 
officials  said. 

Virgil  O.  Wodicka,  director  of 


the  FDA’s  Bureau  of  Foods,  said 
tests  of  other  foods,  too, 
indicated  housewives  need  not 
fear  their  families’  diet  is  tainted 
with  the  poisonous  liquid  metal. 

“We’ve  done  a market  basket 
survey  on  a broad  variety  of  foods 
and  we  supplemented  this  with 
spot  checks,”  Wodicka  told  a 
news  briefing. 

“So  far,  the  only  problem  area 
we’ve  found  is  - fish.  There,  the 
problem  species  were  tuna  and 
swordfish.”

DETROIT  (UPI)  - Chrysler 
Corp.  Thursday  offered  its 
120,000  United  Auto  Workers 
employes  a new  contract  which 
would  cost  it  one  billion  dollars  in 
wages  and  fringe  benefits.

“It  does  not  track  retroactive 
wage  increases  (won  from  Ford 
Motor  Co.)  and  is  not  tracking  thr 
1 3 per  cent  wage  increases  for 
salaried  workers  originated  by 
Ford  and  copied  at  General 
Motors,”  he  said. 

The  Union,  which  has  110,000 
hourly  rated  and  10,000  salaried 
members  at  Chrysler,  also  said  the 
offer  is  unsatisfactory  because  it  is 
conditional  on  the  Union’s 
accepting  company  demands  to 
reduce  Union  representation  and 
paid  absences.

Library  reflects  expansion 


Part  1 of  a 2 part  series

“Sorry,  bud.  I’m  a graduate 
student  and  this  is  my  carrel.” 

“Look.  I know  there  are  25,000 
other  students  here,  but  they 
can’t  all  have  that  book.” 

“Pardon  me.  Think  I can 
squeeze  in  here?” 

“Don’t  you  guys  ever  get  any 
new  books?” 

“Whew!  When  are  they  going  to 
put  an  elevator  in  this  place?” 

‘‘What’s  this,  a credit 
application?  I just  want  to  check 
out  this  book.” 

“Boy,  it’s  hot  in  here!” 

“Sshh!” 

These  are  representative  of  the 
comments  which  may  greet  the 
ears  of  the  casual  student  passing 
through  the  J.  Reuben  Clark  Jr. 
Library  at  BYU. 

The  purpose  of  any  university  is 
learning  and  study.  The  obvious 
focal  point  of  these  activities  is 
the  “archive”  of  knowledge:  the 
library.  Its  importance  is 
paramount  to  the  success  of  the 
school,  for  classroom  instruction 
alone  cannot  provide  the 
tremendous  volume  of 
information  necessary  to  cover  a 
given  subject. 

Recent  years  have  seen  an 
enormous  expansion  in  the  BYU 
campus  and  of  the  student  body. 
The  rate  of  growth  has 
outstripped  the  ability  of  many  of 
the  school’s  services  to  keep  pace. 
Unfortunately,  the  library  has 
likewise  suffered  from  growing 
pains. 

Completed  in  1961  at  a cost  of 
more  than  $4,000,000,  the  library 
was  the  most  modern  in  the  state. 
With  a planned  capacity  of 
1,000,000  volumes,  it  rivals  the 
. University  of  Utah  library  as  the 
largest  in  the  state,  both  being 
twice  as  large  as  the  nearest 
competitor.  Prior  to  1961,  the

Heber  J.  Grant  Building  served  as 
the  school-  library.  It  had  been 
completed  in  1925. 

The  original  building  program 
shows  the  library  was  built  to 
serve  a student  body  of.  12,000, 
which  was  the  student  population 
in  1961.  On  the  library’s  five 
floors,  space  was  made  available 
for  2,500  readers. 

According  to  the  standards  set 
by  the  American  Library 
Association  (ALA),  a university 
library  should  be  able  to 
accommodate  25  per  cent  Of  the 
student  body.  In  1961,  BYU  fell 
just  short  of  this  standard. 

Now,  however,  the  student 
body  has  swollen  to  more  than 

25.000  students.  Only  10  per  cent 
can  be  accommodated.  The 
library  itself  has  reached  its 
physical  capacity.  The  card 
catalog  lists  993,832  volumes  at 
present. 

To  this  figure  must  be  added 

44.000  other  catalog  items,  some 

8.000  recordings  and  over  70,000 
maps.  With  the  library  constantly 
growing,  but  now  at  its  capacity, 
storage  space  is  at  a premium. 

It  is  inevitable  that  problems 
should  arise  with  a service  that 
must  now  meet  twice  the  load 
originally  required  of  it. 

A common  complaint  is  that 
the  library  is  often  too  crowded, 
and  an  obvious  factor  is  the 
enormous  size  of  the  student 
body.  The  ideal  area  per  person 
for  study,  according  to  the  ALA, 
is  25  sq.  ft.  and  this  has  already 
been  slimmed  to  the  minimum  of 
20  sq.  ft. 


The  logical  solution  is 
expansion  of  the  present  facilities. 
The  library,  however,  was  not 
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designed  with  expansion  in  mind. 

A more  plausible  answer  is 
offered  by  Donald  K.  Nelson, 
Library  Director.  He  reports  that 
present  thinking  prefers  the 
construction  of  a . new  library, 
directly  south  of  the  present  one, 
joining  the  two  together  with 
hallways  on  four  levels.  He  adds 
that  expansion  is  a definite 
necessity  and  may  be  feasible  in 
three  to  five  years. 

To  emphasize  the  need  for 
expansion,  even  the  double-library 
concept  provides  space  for  only 
20  per  cent  of  the  student  body. 

Koreans  fight 

SEOUL  (UPI)  - South  Korea 
said  Thursday  North  Korean 
gunboats  attacked  and  tried  to 
seize  two  South  Korean  fishing 
boats,  sinking  one  in  flames. 
North  Korea  said  the  boats  were 
U.S.  “armed  spy  ships”  in  its 
territorial  waters. 

The  attack  occurred  Wednesday 
in  the  Yellow  Sea  on  South 
Korea’s  side  of  the  military 
demarcation  line  separating  the 
two  Koreas,  the  South  Korean 
Defense  Ministry  said. 

The  Ministry  said  several  North 
Korean  naval  vessels  fired  at  the 
two  fishing  boats,  hitting  one 
which  burned  and  sank.  The  fate 
of  the  dozen  fishermen  aboard 
was  not  known.

You’re  walking  to  your  seven 
o’clock  class,  you’ve  forgotten 
your  gloves,  and  your  fingers  feel 
ready  to  drop  off.  Frostbite? 

Don’t  worry.  According  to  Dr. 
Keith  Hooker  of  the  Health 
Center,  if  you  can  feel  your 
fingers,  or  any  other  cold  area, 
you’re  not  suffering  from  the 
affliction. 


But  six  to  eight  BYU  students 
have  come  to  the  Health  Center 
with  it,  says  Dr.  Hooker,  due  to 
insufficient  protection,  usually 
while  they  have  been  skiing. 

Rather  than  fingers  and  toes, 
usual  areas  troubled  by  the 
frostbite  are  ears,  cheeks  and 
nose,  Dr.  Hocker  says.  The 
warning  signal  is  numbness  and 
the  sensation  of  “having  a big 
scab”  in  the  afflicted  area.  Warm 
it  immediately  with  hands  or 
warm  water,  Dr.  Hooker  advises, 
and  don’t  use  snow  or  rub  the

area. 

Blue  is  not  the  frostbite  color; 
that  means  there’s  still  blood 
there,  but  it’s  deprived  of  oxygen. 
White  is  the  color  that  signals  that 
blood  has  totally  left  the  area. 

Dr.  Hooker  explained  that 


frostbitten  skin  later  discol 
and  that  blood  vessels  in  the 
are  destroyed.
